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CIVILIAN  DEFENSE  WEEK  PLANNED 


Institutes  Enter 
Second  Phase  Of 
Schedule  Nov.  5th 

With  the  eastern  county  schedule 
approaching  a successful  windup  this 
week,  the  state-wide  series  of  County 
Defense  Institutes  will  move  into  the 
central  and  western  counties  of  Penn- 
sylvania next  Wednesday,  Nov.  5. 

County  Defense  Council  chairmen  of 
the  central  and  western  areas  met  at 
Altoona  last  Friday  and  approved  a 
schedule  of  one-night  Institutes  run- 
ning from  Nov.  5 to  21.  This  schedule 
will  virtually  complete  the  series  for 
the  state,  except  in  the  Philadelphia 
and  Pittsburgh  areas,  where  separate 
plans  are  being  made. 

Attendance  at  many  of  the  Institutes 
already  held  has  run  as  high  as  400  to 
500  persons,  and  the  County  Councils 
of  Defense  have  cooperated  in  every 
way  to  make  the  programs  a success. 
The  eastern  schedule  will  be  concluded 
on  Friday  at  Tunkhannock. 

Except  for  occasional  substitutions, 
the  same  two  teams  of  speakers  that 
appeared  in  eastern  counties  will  be 
heard  at  the  remaining  Institutes. 
Each  program  will  be  limited,  how- 
ever, to  three  or  four  speakers,  cover- 
ing air  raid  and  fire  precautions,  emer- 
gency medical  program,  and  the  Red 
Cross.

Pittsburgh  Meeting 

Called  by  Council 

A meeting  of  County  and  Local 
Council  of  Defense  chairmen  of 
the  Pittsburgh  area  has  been 
called  for  Monday  afternoon, 
Nov.  10,  in  the  Mayor’s  Recep- 
tion Room  of  the  City-County 
Building,  Pittsburgh,  to  discuss 
plans  for  a Pittsburgh  Metropoli- 
tan Defense  District  and  for  De- 
fense Institutes  there. 

Creation  of  the  District,  similar 
to  one  already  set  up  for  the 
Philadelphia  area,  is  expected  to 
be  proclaimed  by  Governor 
James  soon  after  the  meeting. 
The  counties  invited  to  attend  the 
meeting  are  Allegheny,  Greene, 
Fayette,  Washington,  Westmore- 
land, Armstrong,  Beaver,  Butler, 
and  Lawrence. 

Dr.  A.  C.  Marts,  executive  di- 
rector of  the  SCD,  and  Col. 
Clifton  Lisle,  Third  Civilian  De- 
fense Regional  chairman  for  the 
OCD,  will  direct  the  meeting. 


Protection  Plans 
Made  For  Industry 

A plan  approved  by  the  State  Coun- 
cil of  Defense  last  week  for  training 
representatives  of  industrial  plants  and 
other  large  buildings  in  methods  of 
protection  against  air  raids  approached 
final  form  this  week. 

Spokesmen  for  industries,  commer- 
cial groups,  public  schools,  utilities, 
and  hospitals  met  in  the  SCD  head- 
quarters Wednesday  to  consider  details. 

The  general  plan,  drawn  up  by  For- 
mer Governor  Lewis  O.  Barrowes  of 
Maine,  by  assignment  of  the  U.  S. 
Office  of  Civilian  Defense,  calls  for 
three-day  courses  to  be  given  at  Phila- 
delphia and  Pittsburgh.  Each  plant 
and  large  building  would  organize  its 
own  protection  squads. 

Other  actions  taken  by  the  State 
Council  last  week  included  the  elec- 
tion of  Mrs.  H.  B.  Eliason,  of  Philadel- 
phia, as  chairman  of  the  Advisory 
Committee  on  Consumer  Interests.  Dr. 
E.  G.  Cornelius,  of  Bucknell  Univer- 
sity, was  named  vice-chairman  and  Dr. 
H.  F.  Weber,  Lock  Haven  State  Teach- 
ers College,  secretary. 


LaGuardia  To  Speak 
Al  Siate  Meeting  In 
Harrisburg  Nov.  14th 

Pennsylvania’s  525  organized  Coun- 
cils of  Defense  were  called  upon  this 
week  to  organize  impressive  local  ob- 
servances as  part  of  a nation-wide 
“Civilian  Defense  Week”  starting  on 
Armistice  Day,  November  11. 

At  the  same  time,  it  was  announced 
that  Mayor  F.  H.  LaGuardia,  U.  S 
Director  of  Civilian  Defense,  will  come 
to  Harrisburg  on  Friday,  November  14 
to  address  a state-wide  civilian  defense 
meeting  sponsored  by  the  State  Council 
of  Defense. 

Mayor  LaGuardia’s  talk  will  be 
delivered  in  the  auditorium  of 
Grace  Methodist  Church,  Harris- 
burg, and  plans  are  being  devel- 
oped to  have  Defense  Council  lead- 
ers from  all  over  the  state  in  at- 
tendance. The  invitation  to  La- 
Guardia to  discuss  the  over-all 
national  plans  for  civilian  defense 
was  extended  sometime  ago  by 
the  SCD,  but  the  date  was  set  only 
this  week. 

The  Grace  Methodist  Auditorium 
will  seat  approximately  1200  per- 
sons. 

In  the  “Civilian  Defense  Week”  pro- 
grams, Local  and  City  Councils  of 
Defense  are  to  be  guided  by  a special 
pamphlet  prepared  by  the  OCD  and 
released  this  week  in  Pennsylvania. 
Detailed  suggestions  are  given  in  the 
pamphlet. 

Dr.  A.  C.  Marts,  executive  director 
of  the  S.C.D.,  urges  all  Defense  Coun- 
cils to  give  their  full  support  and  en- 
thusiasm to  the  program  planned  by 
local  war  veterans  for  Armistice  Day. 

The  week-long  observance  was  pro- 
claimed by  President  Roosevelt  “as  a 
time  for  all  persons  throughout  the 
nation  to  give  thought  to  their  duties 
and  responsibilities  in  the  defense  of 
this  country,  and  to  become  better  in- 
formed of  the  many  vital  phases  of 
the  civilian  defense  program  and  of 
the  opportunities  which  it  offers  for 
the  participation  of  every  individual 
American  in  the  defense  of  cur  price- 
less heritage  . . .” 

In  a separate  proclamation  for  Penn- 
sylvania, Governor  Arthur  H.  James 
called  on  all  Defense  Councils  of  the 
state  “to  make  studied  plans  that  the

Freedom  Forums 

Promote  Unity 

A number  of  Defense  Councils  have 
expressed  interest  in  “Freedom  For- 
ums” following  the  issuance  of  SCD 
Bulletin  No.  21  describing  the  success 
of  these  modem  “town  meetings”  in 
Union  county. 

The  bulletin,  prepared  by  Rev.  Ed- 
ward L.  Junkin,  of  the  Union  County 
Council  of  Defense,  emphasizes  that 
the  Freedom  Forum  promotes  unity  of 
thought  and  purpose  in  regard  to  our 
national  emergency.  “The  Forum  com- 
pels the  audience  to  face  more  and 
more  honestly  our  national  and  world 
situation,”  he  declared. 

This  type  of  program  is  suggested  as 
a possible  activity  for  local  American 
Unity  committees. 

Meanwhile,  a statement  of  purpose 
for  the  American  Unity  committee  of 
Centre  county  has  been  issued  by  its 
chairman,  Dean  of  Men  Arthur  R. 
Wamock  of  Penn  State.  He  warned 
that  community  indifference  and  dis- 
satisfaction can  be  as  damaging  as  out- 
right anti-American  activities,  and  that 
both  dangers  must  be  dealt  with  skill- 
fully. 


URGES  POLICE  TRAINING 

Governor  Arthur  H.  James,  as  chair- 
man of  the  State  Council  of  Defense, 
urges  all  Local  and  County  Councils 
to  encourage  sheriffs,  local  police 
chiefs,  and  other  law-enforcement  offi- 
cers to  attend  the  special  training 
course  to  be  given  by  the  FBI  in  Phila- 
delphia on  Nov.  6 and  7. 

A similar  course  was  given  in  Pitts- 
burgh this  week. 


ORGANIZES  FIELD  UNITS 

St.  Luke’s  and  Children’s  Medical 
Center,  in  Philadelphia,  has  organized 
its  emergency  medical  field  units,  ac- 
cording to  a report  sent  to  Dr.  Paul 
Dodds,  SCD  Chief  Medical  Officer. 


County  and  City  Councils  of  Defense 
in  the  state  have  been  asked  to  appoint 
local  Advisory  Committees  on  Health 
and  Emergency  Medical  Service  to  or- 
ganize needed  medical  services  through 
the  hospitals,  Red  Cross  chapters,  and 
other  agencies. 

The  request  was  made  by  the  State 
Advisory  Committee  at  a meeting  this 
month  in  Harrisburg.  At  the  same 
time,  Dr.  Paul  Dodds,  director  of  the 
State  Bureau  of  Maternal  and  Child 
Health,  was  named  Chief  Medical  Offi- 
cer of  the  S.  C.  D.  to  supervise  the 
program  and  advise  the  local  com- 
mittees. 

The  medical  program  for  Pennsyl- 
vania will  follow  the  lines  proposed  for 
all  coastal  and  “target”  areas  by  the

Colleges  Respond 
by  Forming  Units 

Prompt  response  has  followed  the 
call  of  the  State  Council  of  Defense 
for  the  organization  of  Defense  Council 
units  in  Pennsylvania’s  83  colleges, 
universities,  and  junior  colleges. 

The  new  units — known  as  College 
Divisions — are  to  function  as  separate 
divisions  of  the  County  or  City  Council 
of  Defense  in  their  locality,  and  are 
under  the  authority  of  that  Council. 

Made  up  of  both  student  and  faculty 
members,  the  college  units  will  be  re- 
sponsible for  civilian  protection  activ- 
ities on  their  own  campus  in  the  same 
way  that  Local  Councils  are  respons- 
ible for  the  whole  community. 

Among  the  first  colleges  to  report 
their  Divisions  organized  were:  Lafay- 
ette, East  Stroudsburg,  Shippensburg, 
Bucknell  University,  Hahnemann  Medi- 
cal College,  LaSalle,  Pennsylvania  Col- 
lege for  Women,  Hershey  Junior  Col- 
lege, Dickinson,  St.  Vincent,  Immacu- 
lata,  and  Haverford.  President  Albert 
Lindsay  Rowland,  of  Shippensburg, 
reported  that  a faculty  unit  had  been 
named  there  last  year. 


U.  S.  Office  of  Civilian  Defense.  The 
plan  was  explained  to  the  Advisory 
Committee  by  Dr.  George  Baehr,  Chief 
Medical  Officer  of  the  O.  C.  D. 

At  the  head  of  each  local  committee 
will  be  a Chief  Medical  Officer,  an  ex- 
perienced physician  on  whom  much  of 
the  responsibility  will  fall.  He  is  to 
prepare  a basic  spot  map  of  his  area 
showing  the  hospitals,  number  of  field 
squads  being  organized  in  each,  and 
desirable  locations  for  casualty  sta- 
tions. 

Dr.  A.  Hamilton  Stewart,  Acting  Sec- 
retary of  Health  and  chairman  of  the 
State  Advisory  Committee,  announced 
that  Dr.  Dodds  will  be  available  at  all 
times  to  assist  local  medical  committees. 
Dr.  Ross  Cameron,  OCD  Medical  Officer 
for  the  Third  Corps  Area,  also  is  de- 
voting much  time  to  the  Pennsylvania 
program.

gently and  vigorously  brought  to  the 
attention  of  all  our  people,  whose  duty 
and  desire  it  is  to  participate  . . 

The  “Civilian  Defense  Week”  pam- 
phlet suggests  an  appropriate  theme 
and  activities  for  each  day  of  the  week, 
but  emphasizes  that  each  community 
should  plan  a program  in  keeping  with 
its  local  needs  and  desires.  Active 
publicity  committees  are  recommended 
for  each  Defense  Council  so  that  the 
civilian  defense  program  can  be 
brought  clearly  to  all  the  people. 

In  addition  to  the  Nov.  11-16  ob- 
servance, Philadelphia  is  planning  a 
large-scale  Philadelphia  Defense  Week 
for  the  week  of  Nov.  30.  This  observ- 
ance had  been  decided  upon  before  the 
national  plans  were  announced. 

Drivers  Relieved 
of  40  M P H Pledge 

Drivers  who  pledged  themselves  to 
a 40  mile-per-hour  speed  during  the 
gas-saving  campaign  conducted  by 
Pennsylvania’s  Councils  of  Defense 
have  now  been  relieved  of  the  pledge. 

Governor  Arthur  H.  James  this  week 
announced  that  the  need  for  reduced 
speeds  to  conserve  gasoline  has  appar- 
ently ended  in  view  of  the  action  of 
Petroleum  Coordinator  Ickes  in  lifting 
the  restrictions  which  he  had  imposed 
on  the  sale  and  use  of  gasoline. 

“May  I take  this  opportunity”  said 
the  Governor,  “of  thanking  all  those, 
both  State  employes  and  citizens  in 
general,  who  so  cheerfully  and  coop- 
eratively participated  in  Pennsylvania’s 
work  in  limiting  gasoline  consumption 
during  the  period  when  the  availability 
of  supplies  to  meet  demand  was  in 
question.” 


IMPROVED  MORALE  IS 
SEEN  BY  SCD  MEMBER 

Civilian  morale  in  Pennsylvania  has 
improved  tremendously  in  the  past 
year,  Auditor  General  F.  Clair  Ross 
reported  to  Dr.  A.  C.  Marts,  executive 
director  of  the  S.C.D.,  at  the  close  of 
a SDeaking  tour  through  the  state. 

Mr.  Ross,  who  is  a member  of  the 
S.C.D.  and  also  chairman  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania national  defense  committee  of 
the  American  Legion,  visited  many  de- 
fense factories  and  spoke  on  the  urg- 
ency of  the  defense  effort  at  a num- 
ber of  meetings  during  his  tour. 

“The  attitude  in  the  industrial  areas 
was  particularly  encouraging,”  he  re- 
ported. “Americans  are  now  aware 
that  defense  comes  first,  and  that  pro- 
duction of  all  our  material,  physical 
and  moral  resources  must  be  thrown 
into  the  balance  for  our  survival.”

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Air  Raid  Volunteers  Praised  for 

Making  Maneuvers  A Big  Success 


Eastern  Pennsylvania  counties  came 
through  their  first  air  raid  tests  “with 
flying  colors,”  winning  the  praise  of 
both  Army  officers  and  civilian  de- 
fense leaders. 

Reports  of  “enemy”  bombers  flowed 
into  the  Philadelphia  and  Harrisburg 
filter  centers  from  outdoor  observers 
with  such  speed  and  precision  during 
the  week-long  maneuvers  that  Army 
pursuit  planes  were  heading  to  inter- 
cept them  at  the  same  instant  that 
lights  were  blinking  on  alarm  boxes 
in  this  state. 

“Had  the  air  raids  been  real,  eastern 
Pennsylvania  could  quickly  have  been 
made  alert  to  its  danger,”  said  Dr.  A. 
C.  Marts,  executive  director  of  the  S. 
C.D.  He  commended  the  state’s  sev- 
eral thousand  volunteers  for  doing  their 
job  “capably  and  effectively.” 

Ralph  E.  Flinn,  Chief  Air  Raid 
Warden,  said  reports  from  the  19 
alarm  centers  in  22  eastern  coun- 
ties indicating  the  number  of  fire 
and  police  stations  and  other  vital 
centers  warned  by  telephone  or 
radio,  and  the  number  of  partici- 
pating air  raid  wardens  in  each 
county  are  being  sent  to  Army 
officials-  Meanwhile,  orders  are 
expected  from  the  Army  soon  to 
set  up  15  additional  Alarm  Dis- 
tricts in  central  Pennsylvania. 

An  important  sidelight  of  the  tests — - 
local  blackouts  in  Luzerne  and  Bucks 
counties — came  off  as  successfully  as 
the  main  maneuvers. 

Declaring  the  blackout  in  Luzerne 
county  “more  than  99  per  cent  effec- 
tive,” Colonel  Thomas  H.  Atherton, 
county  defense  chairman,  announced 
that  the  county-wide  corps  of  air  raid 
wardens  would  be  kept  intact.  This 
blackout,  involved  all  of  Wyoming 
Valley,  third  most  populous  area  in 
the  state.

James  Predicts  New 
Civil  Defense  Duties 

Governor  Arthur  H.  James 
this  week  called  upon  all  State 
departments  “to  hold  themselves 
in  readiness  to  share  the  burden 
of  defense  by  volunteering  to  the 
State  Council  of  Defense  the  serv- 
ices of  such  of  their  employes  as 
may  be  valuable  to  the  Council 
as  its  activities  and  functions  en- 
large.” 

“There  appears  to  be  every  in- 
dication,” the  Governor  explained, 
“that  the  activities  of  the  State 
Council  will  be  considerably  en- 
larged in  the  near  future.  These 
activities  have  been  growing  rap- 
idly in  the  last  few  weeks,  and 
many  new  fields  seem  about  to 
be  opened.” 


REPORT  ON  BLACKOUTS 

The  following  report  on  the 
blackouts  in  Pennsylvania  was 
submitted  by  the  Army  bom- 
bardment squadron  that  partici- 
pated: 

“Newtown  and  Doylestown,  completely 
blacked  out  and  were  not  located; 
Pennsburg  was  apparently  blacked  out 
but  could  be  located  as  an  adjoining 
town  was  lighted;  Hazleton  was  com- 
pletely blacked  out  and  was  not  located, 
and  bombardment  flight,  flying  by  in- 
struments, passed  over  without  knowing 
the  city  was  there;  Wilkes-Barre  ap- 
parently was  not  completely  blacked  out 
when  flight  passed  but  planes  were  late 
reaching  there  as  powerful  head  winds 
had  slowed  them  down. 

“Hazleton  should  be  highly  compli- 
mented on  its  very  effective  blackout, 
since  included  in  the  flight  was  a pilot 
who  formerly  flew  airline  planes  over 
this  territory  for  eight  years  and  even 
he  was  unable  to  determine  any  land- 
marks in  or  near  Hazleton,  a city  with 
which  he  was  most  familiar.” 


centering  on  the  Bethlehem  Pike,  which 
leads  to  Bethlehem’s  booming  steel 
mills.  Traffic  was  halted,  and  lights 
were  doused  by  15,000  residents,  for 
a quarter  hour. 

In  summing  up  the  success  of  the 
actual  air  maneuvers,  an  Army  officer 
at  Philadelphia  declared  that  out  of 
60  separate  flights  of  planes  the  Army 
tried  to  “slip  across”  on  Philadelphia, 
not  one  got  by  unreported.  The  filter 
center  there,  staffed  by  women  volun- 
teers recruited  by  the  Council  of  De- 
fense, was  praised  for  its  efficiency  in 
handling  30,000  calls  from  “spotters” 
in  a single  day. 

Meanwhile,  Brig.  Gen.  John  C.  Mc- 
Donnell, commandant  of  the  Army’s 
Interceptor  Command  at  Mitchell  Field, 
L.  I.,  advised  Warden  Flinn  he  was 
“delighted”  with  the  alarm  setup  in 
Pennsylvania.

Marts  expressed  the  gratitude  of  the 
State  Council  for  “the  fine  way  in 
which  the  Legion  manned  the  aircraft 
observation  posts.”

Selection  of  women  volunteers  to 
staff  the  Philadelphia  filter  center  dur- 
ing the  recent  air  maneuvers  was  made 
from  a total  of  1321  registrants,  reports 
Mrs.  E.  A.  Van  Valkenburg,  of  the 
S.C.D.  staff.  However,  only  450  of  the 
volunteers  had  available  time  during 
the  period  chosen,  and  many  of  these 
were  therefore  unable  to  take  the  ad- 
vance training.
